And the Tackle-Houſe- Porters themſelves acknowledging, That heretofore they Worked in the Unſbipping, Landing, Carrying, and 
Honig of Goods, and Merchandizes, which came from Arch-Angel only; We are humbly of Opinion, That ſuch Work of Goods 
caming from the Port of Arch Angel may ſtill be continu'd to the ſaid Tackle Houſe-Porters.
